Tho U.S.S* Chicago and why I chose her By Lloyd Wnganon TEC #33 

for an elongated subject# 

The U.S.S. Chicago which I dopictod on an olongated coin was tho second 
U.S. Navy ship to carry tho nano# The first U.S.S. Chicago nano was changed to 
Alton on July 16, 1928 and was stricken from tho Navy list on August 16, 1935 
and was sold on May 15, 1936. In July 1936 Alton foundered and sank in Mid- 
Pacific while being towed from Honolulu to San Francisco to a salvage yard. 

Tho second U.S.S. Chicago which our elongated coin commemorates was truly 
tho Pride of the Pacific Fleet. Her kool was laid on September 10, 1928 and she'. 
was launched Apri 1. 10, 1930 and was placed in commission at the Navy yard, Mare 
Island, California on March 9, 1931 when Captain li. R. Simons, USN assumed command. 
The U.S.S. Chicago was 600 feet and 3 inches in length \*ith a bean of 66 feet, 1 
inch, and a moan draft of 16 foot, 8 inches. Sho had a standard displacement of 
9300 tons and a designed speed of 32.5 knots. Her armament consisted of Nine 8 
ipch guns and four 5 inch guns. Also sho had six torpedo tubos. 

* The n.s.e. Chicago seen much action during t.ho .early part of World War II 
but since our coin is in connenor'ation of-the 25th Anniversay of the sinking, that 
is the only ba.ttlo which will be described here. 

On the night of January 29, 1943, during tho approach to Guadalcanal, tho 
Japanese carried out a night torpedo plane attack, on this approaching force. 

The action which resulted in the Battle of Rennol Island, Solomohs, began late at 
night with tho Japanese concentrating on the hoavy cruisers. The U.S.S. Chicago 
and tho.rest of the force sent up heavy anti-aircraft fire, which brought down 
a number of planes, and the ouly success achieved'by the enony's attack was the 
striking of the U.S.S..Louisville with a dud torpedo. Tho Japs planes' dropped 
flares to nark their course and. cane in again, A plane off tho Chicago nort bow 
exploded under the fire and silhouetted the' cruiser for other aircraft to star-' 
board which succeeded in torpedoing hor. All'ship control was lost. Anothor 
piano was shot down on the port quarter, repeating tho silhouette effect and 
enabling a second torpedo hit to bo Bcored. All engines stopped and the ship was 
reported to be settling aft. Just before nid-night tho attack was ovor and the 
Chicago's list had been checked. In tho next two hours and a half, The U.S. S. 
Louisville suceedod in passing a towliho in total darknoss vd th personnel 
literally feeling their way. Next morning a tug arrived and took the Chicago under 
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for an elongatod subjoct. (cont.) 

tow. U. S. carriers approached to give air coverage. During that a.ftornoon, 12 
oneny torpedo bombers vrero intercepted ty U.S. conhat air patrol, which shot 
down several «of the onony "before thoy plunged into tho intense anti-aircraft fire 
now "being sont up "by tho limping Chicago and her screen* The Chicago, "being towed 
very slowly, could not maneuver and was an onsy mark for the surviving enemy air¬ 
craft which put four more doadly torpedoes into her scarrod side. The tug that 
was towing us cut her tow wire and Captain R. 0. Davis ronlizing that tho Chicago 
would rapidly Bink, gavo tho order to abandon ship. In 19 ninutos after the 
abandon ship order tho Chicago rolled over on her starboard side and sank, colors 
flying. 

With a totriLcrew of approximately 1200 officors and onlistod non our loss of 
lives was comparatively light percentage wise. Our losses were 6 officers and 56 
onlistod non. 

Tho U.S.S. Chicago earned threo battle stars for participating in" the follow¬ 
ing operations. 

1 star for Battle of Coral Sea, liny 1942 
1 star for GuadalcanaL-Tulngi Landings August 1942 
1 star for Ronnol Island January 29 and 30, 1943 
and also received tho Presidential Unit citation from President Roosevelt for tho 
action in the Rennol Island battle. 

I on proud of my service aboard tho U.S.S. Chicago and proud to havo been 
associated with and to havo boon a port of that wonderful crow of sailors. 

Tho U.S.S. Chicago had oarned the nick nano of "The Mad Dog of tho Pacific" 
and I boliove tho crew was as proud of tho nick nano as they were tho real name. 

Most rollors try to choose a subject which thoy think will be a popular item 
with the public and which will be a good seller. It would not have made my 
difforonce to no if none of tho U.S.S. Chicago olongatods had sold. I would have 
made it myhow becauso of my personal feelings. However I an happy to roport that 
it did soil roal woll and I hope all who own this piece are as proud to have it 
in their collection as I was to bring it to then. There was a total of 1452 
piocos rolled of this coin and included in this figure were 25 of tho 5 piece sots. 

Also a total of 22 1st day of issuo P.N. covors wore issued at Chicago, 
Illinois on January 30, 1968. These covors havo since become a real scorco 
collectors item. 

The photo used for tho U.S.S. Chicago coin is an official U.S. Navy Photo 
and was taken in November 1942 about 3^ months prior to tho sinking. 

There was a third U.S.S* Chicago pla.ced in commission in January 1945 and 
she also earned battle stars during the World War II period. She was taken out 
of commission and placed in reserve on Juno 6, 1947. I havo no further information 
on tho 3rd U.S.S. Chicago nB to whothor or not sho was put back in sorvico for 
either the Korean or Viet Nam conflict.

ENGRAVERS VS, ROLLERS IN ELONGATED COINS By Angelo A. Rosato (TEC #23) 

First, lot no begin by stating that it is no intention of nine to offend 
anyone associated with tho olongatod coin fraternity or tho collector. I do con- 
nond those who are willing to take a few nononts to express their views in connect¬ 
ion with the hobby. It does disturb no however, when I find that facts nay bo dis- . 
torted, or when I see tho onission of proper credit fall short in ncrit of its 
respective place. 

Much has been written portaining to the nystorios of nastorpiocos in tho 
older olongatod coins. Many tines I have shared tho nostalgic wondernont of elon¬ 
gateds fron an era long gone by, not knowing who tho engraver night be, nor who 
had rolled those nnny fine old Bpocinons that procodod what wo know today as the 
Modern Elongateds. Along with this, I have also noted that very little information 
has boen presented regarding tho by-gone ongravors* Tho roason for this, I Burniso 
, could very well have been for the sane reasons that prevail today— due to the 
roller, or sonetines called the manufacturer. I shall elaborate more later. 

One night ask, who were the "longacres", or tho "Brenners", of the elongated 
coins of yester-yoarsl. That is, who were the engravors-of tho early days? We 
night add, who served in placo of the U.S, or Franklin Mint to make thon then. 

To distinguish between tho engraver and the roller, in essence, is what this 
is all about. Therefore,we oust not confuse the two as one. Each serves as a sepa¬ 
rate group, and both should bo respected for what they represent,thus engraver or 
roller. It is most natural for one to think in terns of the producer ( or one who 
issues an elongated) is also the engraver* Unfortunately, this is not true,although 
many wish this were true.lt would make tho mechanics of producing a subject much 
sinpler, as well as providing nany other advantages* 

It was this misunderstanding, howevor that was brought forth in the article 
which in my opinoin, distorod the facts* I *n sure this was not intenional,^s we can 
all agree that the definate lack of information is at fault regarding the fore- 
bearers of the older elongates, as well as the lack of information regarding the 
engravers* in this, we oust not be confused* I nerely wish to defend those whose 
merits have been misjudged* 

The elongated we possess is a representation of an idea that has become a 
reality. Perhaps there may be a person who suggests a subject# This could be the 
artist at the drawing board, or perhaps the engraver' hinself* Perhaps the idea cones 
fron the producer or the roller, who nay or nay not issue it. Many are tho aspects 
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that could take place,even "between those mentioned., or such ns the maiding of die 
blanks or the hardening of the finished engraved die. Each and all of those have 
their respective function and- contribution, towards the completed specimen, but 
surfacely, it would appear that the issuer was solely responsible. 

In making some personal analytical after-thoughts,I can see how easily an 
engraver of elongated dies could go un-recognized. We all know that it is not un** • 
usual to see a famous artist 1 s or engraver’s initials on a medal or coin. It seems 
however, elongateds have played a different role, inasmuch as since it wa3 dis¬ 
covered that metal could be embossed with a design when pressure is applied, an 
engraver had to be secured. The gift of being able to engrave designs into steel 
was a talent possessed by very few, Buch as those who worked with the Bureau of 
Engraving,or those who made the plates for book printing,as well as those whoso 
engraving skills were used .in the jewelry industries. Mary fine examples of engrav¬ 
ing art can be found on watch movements and watch cases, old silver findings,hand 
chased holloware or precious metals, early American clocks,dials, small Jewelry 
items,ect. Today this is something out of the past. It is possible that some of 
these engravers could conceivably have worked on some of the early elongated dies. 

I cannot be oveivconfident of this as a fact, however, as there is no evidence 
that these skills were used directly or indirectly. I am a jeweler by profession, 
and as a result I have seen many engravings that, also made me ponder over the 
beauty, as with the elongateds, and I have wondered many times about the on- . - 
gravers. So, for mo to venture beyond an assumption, that the Jewelry industrys 
ongravers could have had something to db with the early elongateds, would be 
arrogant on my part. Nevertheless, ongravers they wore, and it is with no doubt 
that we can assume the producer or issuer sought their services in the same 
manner as it is done today. Most of the elongateds produced today are made from 
dies engraved by commercial engravers, or.through the use of engraving machines 
called pandographs. 

Since the article was pocific in intoropt only for the dlos of the earlier 
elongateds Up to the year 1940, I was happy to note tho qualifications as to the 
modern pieces. However, since no mention was made pertaining to those after 1940 
I am sure many will ngree that there are many new issues worthy of the engravings. 

It did inject a provoking thought, and I’m sure we all understand, that it was a 
loss In not knowing whoso skills were applied to tho many fine older specimens... 
thus my very point. We don’t know these facts, because they wore probably over 
shadowed by tho producers, the same as is being done, today. Can anyone in the 
elongated fraternity give me ten names of tho engravers of dies on subjects made 
since'1940? If any one porson can do this, then lets got the "Longacros, Brenners 
etc." in view, and let them be recognized for their achievements, less they too 
shall fall into obscurity } 

What actually was the importance of tho engraver? Well, wo all know the 
answer. There just woulnd't be any dies, and there wouldn’t be any elongateds " 
if it hadn’t been for the engravers. Thus, I feel strongly that as an artist 
signod his paintings, the engravers should have boon permitted to initial thoir 
work on tho elongateds. The trend appears to bo that the manufacturer takes first 
place, however, and although I an not in opposition to this, thero should be a 
place for the engraver’s initials or mark as well. 

Many collectors are unaware of the fact that engravers of the past did all 
of the work by hand. Good engravers could be found in tho Industries previously 
mentioned, and a very good one could easily bo found in an establishment of any 
reputable shop. In addition, many engravers sat in booths or concessions at 
carnivals, fairs, etc, and for a fow cents, would ongravo cheap jewelry or one 
of your coins. Today these engraved coins are known to many of us as "Love Tokens?. 
Thus, with all probability, these unknowns could very well have been part of 
earlier engraved dies for elongateds, inasmuch as it was a well known fact that 
few engravers of the highor status would over work on stool. This is quite true 
today. It probably didn’t mattor to tho ongravers whother thoir initials 
appeared on the finished work or not. It is therefore my opinion, that any 
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initial.that nay be found r such as thosc'of the New York World’s Fair with the 
letter u k", is actually that of the manufacturer rathor than that of the engraver. 

Should anyone wish to oppose "by argument, proof, or put in a return answer 
to this article, I would gladly partake in the act of rebuttal* At any rate.let us 
define or rectify for the record,those who engrave aside from those who roll or 
manufacture elongated coins*
